thousands erf dollars of counterfeit mon- 
ey that could not be detected by the 
bes-t, expert in the em-ploy of tie United

of good money was to -be paid for the 
stulT and all kinds of conditions, etc., 
wcro attached to the circular, such as 
telegrams, how the parties were to be 
approached, otc. 


Among the Racine people who got a 


circular was a. .prominent doctor. 
Offi- 


cer 'Baiisinger took charge of the matter 


-ud was allowed to use the name of the 
doctor. He sent -the telegraphic code 
ised oy the gren goods men, paying 51 
cents tor the same. 


The officer wa'ited patiently for an an- 


swer. Today it came in the shape of a 
ctter direct from rerureylvoiiia.. It con- 
tained a circular und. also n. letter of 
ns.tiiid.ions just where the officer could 
find the slick fellow with the -money. 


There was also in the letter a. ssjnple 


of the supposed counterfeit money. It 
was a one dollar silver certificate and 
good and lawful money of the United 
States. This was sent, of course, as a 


it. 
The circular tells .the supposed pur- 


chaser -how he will 'be met .by the man 
having Uie money. 


It says: "On your arrival, I will 


make myself known to you "by clasping 
your left hand and rppca-ting the word, 
"Green Bay.' T,h.is will, insure you of 
having met the- right person. You will 
then Iravc the privilego of examining my 
emtire stock, maJfo what selections you 
wish and arrange for future trades. De- 
tection of tills work is utterly impossi- 
ble in tlie hands of <a cautious ana.n."

On account of the large number of 
.=e.i o.f typhoid fever in the city and 


the fact 'that 'only a Small per cent are 
reported to the health office the health . 
officer deemed it advisa-ble to Call » 
meeting O'f the. board of health yesterday 
afternoon', and precautionary steps were 
taken to prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease. 


It was decided that all schools in- rie 


city should 'be disinfected and it n-J-3 
stated that children from homes where 
the fever exists were allowed to attend 
school and thai it would be stopped. 


All physicians will be notified io re- 


port all eases of typhoid fever, -but that 
it is not necessary -to placard house in 
case of the fever existing, tout such cases 
must be re-ported to tlie health office.-. 


AH physicians in Uie city having tj- 


p-hoid fever cases must report, 'to the 
health ofl-ccr for' the purpose of investi- 
gating the cause: also to report Ihe 
same to the state beard of health. 


All persons hnvin™ typhoid fever cases 


who do not re-port in -IS hours sh^U b'e 
prosecuted under the state laws.

LABOR IN POWDER FACTORY. 


Former Employe Tells of Cuntoms Inci- 


dent to Work There. 


There is •a. man working in one of the 


factories, whose name can not be re- 
mumbered, who worked in the powder 
factory, tocated a little west of Kenosha. 
It is laughable indeed to hear him tell 
his experiences while assisting in the 
manufacturing of powder. He says it is, 
about as bad as working in a prison. 
The. employes are not allowed to wear 
any of t!heir own, clothing, but are com- 
pelled to put on a garb the employer 
picks out. This costume is mode witlhout 
pockets and buttons. The men are not 
allowed to wear shoes with pegged soles 
or heels. The plant is built in parts, 
which nre put together like children build 
houses out of pieces of boards. This Is 
-done so if tlie factory blows up they will 
•be able to find some of the pieces. The 
man -was an engineer. The machinery 
was run by steam and forced around in 
the plant by a tumbling rod. the engine 
beine about 200 rods away. He said 
that the powder plants blew up about 
every three years and it was about time 
for that factory to blow up,

Evening Post points out, that the army 
lias been used to put down labor distur- 
bances only twice since the' great rail- 
road strikes of nearly a quarter oi a 
century ago. 
The two occfu-dons were, 


those of the Debs riots in Chicago and 
the Cour d1 Alene riots in Idaho. In the 
first the troops were called out by n. Dem- 
ocratic president on his own initiative, 
and in the second they were sent by a 
Kcpublican president at -the request of a 
Democratic-Populist Governor. In both,, 
cases the army was us»d to restore order 
only after it had been demonstrated that 
the local or state authorities could not 
•or would not do so themselves. 


When Dobs tried to show his power by 


creating a great railway strike at Chi- 
cago and Pullman iu 1804, and by iu- 
citing the strikers to violence and incen- 
diarism, tho cit-y government showed it- 
self incapa-ble of stopping the lawless- 
ness. It then became the duty of Gov- 
ernor Altgftld to cull cut the militia,, but 
lie refused to take effective action. In 
that crisis President Cleveland promptly 
stopped mob interference with the mails 
and resistance of the federal courts by 
sending regular troops to Chicago. The 
law-abiding element of the whole nation. 
Republicans and Democrats alike, ap- 
proved his action. 


In the COCUT d' Alene mining region 


of Idn-lio serious labor troubles broke out, 
early in 1899. On April 20, a body of 
armed and masked men seined a northern 
Pacific train and ran it to W'nnhior, 
where th;*e lawbreakers helped to make 
up a mob of 1,000 lawless men. March- 
infi to the mill of the 
two non-union 


mines, they put dynamite under it and 
.uterly destroyed the $250,000 structure. 
The mob terrorized the 
whole region. 


The county authorities here played the 
same supine part w the Chicago author- 
ties had done in 1894, but the governor 
vas not an Altgcld. Frank Stourenberg 
iad twice been elected as a, Democratie- 
Populist candidate, but he believed it 
was the duty of the state authorities to 
restore order in such a case. The Idaho 
militia were in the Philippines, how- 
ever, so' he asked President McKinley 
for federal troops to suppress the riots. 
The troops were sent, and they have re- 
mained there ever since, though the pres- 


quotes.with assumed; approval his re- 
marks made at Baltimore on Sept. 19, 
1890, when he said;; ,...'

"If we wan this-fight now, reform <will 


begin at once; if we"are defeated m'this 
campaign, there . is ,nothing before the 
people but four yewfs^jnore ^of hardc-r 
times and greater agitation, and then 
tho victory will come.. Our opponents 
say they want to restore confidence, but 
the Republican party cannot restore 
prosperity so long -as that prosperity is 
doled- out to us by foreigners .who profit 
by our distress." 


Mr. Bryan wa-s mistaken a.bout some of 


the things he then -spoke of. Prosper- 
ity has come, although he.-still disputes 
its arrival, and confidence hao insisted 
upon reasserting itself in a degree that 
was lacking before his defeat in 1896 was 
assured. 
The orator lias changed his 


song a little, but he has not changed hi« 
mind. He is still of the disposition that 
led lihn-to assert at Minneapolis, in the 
same campaign, and as he himself 
quotes: 


"The gold standard means dearer 


money; den-rer money means"cheaper pro-

Tnrkntan Alfalfa. 


The reports from the region west of 


the Mississippi river and north of Kan- 
sas ami California' Indicate that this 
variety Is hardier and more productive 
than that commonly grown in this re- 
gion. It seems to endure drought bet- 
ter, is not so easily affected by freezing 
and gives better results on strongly al- 
kaline soils. 
In, the east, however, 


where there is a heavy rainfall and 
where heavy soils predominate, this 
variety seems to be little if any superi- 
or to the French or Chilean varieties— 
In fact, it seems certain that in some 
localities at least it is less valuable. 
The seed of Turkestan alfalfa will ger- 
iniunte much quicker and the plants 
start Into growth earlier under tae 
same conditions than common alfalfa. 
The plants are more leafy, grow mor« 
irapldly and have a stronger, more vig- 
orous root system. Another advantage 
which the Turkestan variety has Is 
that the stems are more slender and 
less woody, the plants making a more 
nutritious hay of finer quality

It will withstand drought under the 
same conditions better than ordinary, 
alf«lfa seems certain from the reports 
of tie experimenters. In the west and 
northwest, at least.

COLD STORAGE. 


Oo«t>lc Wrnpj>lnB''For Ai>pl*»-J»e- 


hkvlor of Different Varieties. 


A striking example of the possibili- 


ties, of cSffl storage iu tho preservation 
ot apples is furnished by the work of 
the Nebraska State Horticultural soci- 
ety at tlie .Trwismisslssippi exposltiqn 
of 1808. The fruit was gathered and 
put In cold storage during the fall of 
1897, most pt It during the mouth of 
October, though some not until Decem- 
ber. Each apple was wrapped flrst lu 
a sheet of waxed .paper, using i) by 12 
Inch sheets for sinaU apples and 12 by 
12 Inch sheets for large1 ones. Then 
another covering of common newspa- 
per was added. This double wrapping 
made practically an airtight cell for 
each apple, thus preventing auy spread 
of decay. The fruit was then careful- 
ly packed In barrels, Illlluc them up"so 
as to require' .considerable pressure to 
„„*.»..,.' Madsf'ln. The temperature of 
the room In which they were stored 
'<lld not vary, over one degree from 30 
degrees from the time .they were plac- 
ed In It until they were removed. A 
number of varieties were still In good 
condition Nov. 1 of the following year. 


To determine-how such double-wrap- 


ping lengthens tfie'rJerlod of keeping a 
few barrels of unwrapped Ben Davis 
nnd Winesap apples wene placed In the 
same storage ropig at'the same time 
nnd received exactly the same treat- 
ment ag the others. Seventy per cent 
of them we*e decayed when taken out 
Juno 1. Those remaining in linn con- 
dition were so badly discolored and 
hr.d lost flavor to such an'extent as to 
reader them wholly unfit for either 
show or market. A few of the same 
varieties -wcfe also wrapped in news- 
paper only. 
Of these about 30 per 


cent -were in very'poor condition June 
1. 
The fruit -which went into cold 


storage In 1807 wns taken out at In- 
tervals during the summer and fall of 
1S9S and at that time was examined, 
and each variety received a marls, ac- 
cording to the condition iu which it 
was In. 


One of the most Interesting.parts of 


the report of these experiments Is the 
account of the behavior of the different 
varieties ' In cold storago. 
Some re- 


tained all. their, good .qualities up to 
tho close, -of' the exposition Nov. 1, 
1SOS. These were Ben Davis, Wine- 
sap, .Rails Genet, Llmbortwig, Willow 
T\vlg, GUpln and Lqnslngburg. 
Al- 


though .the Salome lost a little In qual- 
ity,'it kept well in storago and ou the 
table. . Fruit taken from storage June 
1 retalnod-cplor and firmness for near- 
ly five weeks. Some vetnined a good 
outward appearance, but lost lu some 
other quality, a?, for Instance, the 
Iowa Blush, the skin of which became 
»o bitter as to render the fruit unfit for 
use. 


Ou the other hand, some varieties re- 


tained their eating qualities, but lost in 
outward appearance. 
Such was the 


Mllam, which kept well, but lost iu col- 
or. There were also numerous other 
Uiuds of deterioration. 
Minkler lost 


flavor and began to decay, the English 
Golden Itusset and Fulton shriveled, 
tho Komun Stem became mealy nnd 
lost flavor, Sheriff and Walbrldge dis- 
colored so badly as to render them un- 
fit for show or market, and they deteri- 
orated rapjdly; Fameusc retained col- 
or, but many burst ii:id after a few 
days became mealy, and the Yellow 
BeUflower went down suddenly. 


Moreover, the behavior of varieties 


having a certain characteristic In com- 
mon was not always the same in re- 
spect to It. 
The Missouri pippin, a 


dark apple, faded In storage, but tun 
Walbrldge and Sheriff, also ,/Iark ap- 
ples, came out almost black. Nor did 
tho lighter colored apples fade more 
than the dark red ones, for Grimes 
Goiden . and Yellow BellOower, both 
yellow apples, held their color, un- 
changed, wiille Missouri pippin, a dark 
red apple, as has been .said, faded.—V. 
A. Clark. .

in this cqantry. The, manufacturers 
have found,, however, that consumers 
prefer the imported, product, and it has 
developed that the European roa-caro- 
nls/are made from a peculiarly hard 
grained type of wheat which we have 
not heretofore produced In the United 
States. American farmers have been 
growing of course the wheats that 
tbey could market most advantaggous- 
ly, and these have -been tlie wheats 
suitable for the manufacture of- bread 
and 
pastry •••' flours. The 
macaroni 


wheats which are now being imported 
by the department In experimental 
quantities will, it Is expected, furnish 
the- basis for a great extension of the 
macaroni manufacturing Industry In 
the United States and will create a de- 
mand for the production of the maca- 
roni wheats ia those parts of the coun- 
try to which the experiments now in 
progress show them to be adapted. 


Hungary, It'Is well known, Is the 


home of the roller process of grinding 
•wheat, which has' now been adopted In 
flour mills throughout the 
United 


States. Hungary Is also the country 
In which Is.manufactured a flour of 
such shipping and bread making quali- 
ties as to plve It In some of the mar- 
kets of the world the highest reputa- 
tion and fli'tt'o of all export flours. The 
wheats from wliicli this flour Is manu- 
factured are not grown In the United 
States commercially, but the experi- 
ments tin's far made with them indi- 
cate that they will maintain their high 
bread making qualities here. Now, a 
point of special Interest regarding 
these wheats is that they are winter 
varieties, while the best bread wheats 
of the United States are spring varie- 
ties, the area of whose successful pro- 
duction is very limited and whose yield 
Is comparatively light. 


The Indications now are that the 


Hungarian winter wheats can be suc- 
cessfully grown over a many times 'lar- 
ger area than our high -grade spring 
wheats," that the yield per acre while 
not at present, so great as that of many 
of our ordinary winter wheats is supe- 
rior to the spring varieties and 'that 
the peculiar qualities possessed' by 
these foreign wheats in Hungary are 
maintained iu the United States.' The 
Increasing trade of this country In ex-, 
port flour, the enormous possibilities of 
that Increase, the high quality of Hun- 
garian wheats fur this class of trade 
and the jrreut extension of the area of 
profitable cultivation need only be 
mentioned to convey an Idea of the im- 
portance and significance of a success- 
ful outcome of this work of introduc- 
tion, writes F. V. Covllle to The Crop 
Reporter. 


Smear Mnklne Period ot tlie Beet. 
Through August September and Oc- 


tober the least moisture possible is tho 
thing to be desired for tho sugar beef.

Yv'liarwe 
need during this period, 'and especially 
in September, Is plenty ot light and 
weather which is rather co'ol and' dry. 
Late rains or irrigation result In second 
growth. The beets send ;out laterals 
from the roots and new leaves. These 
leaves are produced at the expense of 
the carbohydrates or sugar, whose for- 
mation we are trying to promote In thu 
beet, the elaboration of the sugar con- 
tent oC the beet stops, anil tlie sugar 
already formed may be called for In 
this work of forming new leaves.

GODS CLAIM ON US. 


He said a few years ago I had occasion 


to go to a certain register of deeds office 
and inquire concerning the true title of 
a certain picc« of property and was sur- 
prised to ascertain the many ihands it 
had gone through. It was not an unus- 
i*al -thing for those, who think they ihave 
a secure title, to find that some ancient 
title antedates their own. 


Now I recently made a similar very 


important discoveryiand found a very an- 
cient title deed, which gave to another 
legal right, not of property, ibut of life. 
Concerning the authenticity of that deed 
there could-be no doubt, for it was rec- 
orded in the archives of 'heaven.

we owe to God, was a tremendous obli- 


•gation r#sting upon every -one of us 
•which we narer could escape. Uhe peo- 
ple were bought • as slaves iiu an open 
market, and the 
- price was paid, and 


'henceforth we all belonged to the,-MaS- 
ter. The 'first tru-'Ui thai com'es to peo- 
ple sometimes like a shock is that "we 
are not thy own." Of all the titles, in 
the world w« have supposed that the 
title of ourselves was the best. But an 
•ancient deed has been discovered accord- 
ing to the terms of -which our souls be- 
long to a person entirely.unknown by 
many, .(but that one '-has a.; righteous 
claim upon OUT lives which antedates out- 
own. The decision 'banded down from 
the "Supreme Count says: "Ye are iJJhy 
own-" 


Life was a piece of property to which 


we did not ihave exclusive right and no 
man liveth unto himself alone, for we 
are related to others iby the strongest of 
ties. The title deed to »H of us is in- 
vested in others. 
- 


People are not their own 'but have 


been bought with a price, which history 
tells us. Wendell PbilMps, one of the 
foremost of pur orators, (heard,Dr. l»y- 
•raan Beeoher preach, after which he re- 
tired to his room and flung -himself down 
on the floor and cried out, "0 Gixl, I 
belong to th^e/',! That was --a- prayer 
•wBrieh should mould and fashion each of 
our lives, "O God, I belong ifco thec. Take 
what is thine own." 


Christ owns the 'title claim upon all 


of here 'below. That deed is written in 
blood. The. price .paid was incarnation, 
•life, sufferings and death of tilie Son of 
God. This was a great ransom which 
was given for all. He gave himself to 
poverty, humiliation, 
agony, to the 


cross. 'He bore it all for us. He canned 
our sins, endured our punishment and 
through torture and anguish he went 
down to de«th, and through loneliness 
and sorrow he descended into our grave. 
If people were merely human- beings who 
would have done this? 


God ihas proven to us how much he 


loved us by;" the price -he paid for us. 
He is manifest in -the flesh to redeem 
us from sin and death in order that we 
might belong to him entirely and for- 
ever- 


A great deal of tho religion, thought 


and teaching today is turned to the ex- 
ample of Christ as a model and pattern 
of true manhood. 


The speakers then told a very interest^ 


ing story of how an English explorer, 
traveling through Africa, came.upon a 
tribe who had'captured a slave and were 
about to kill him in the most barbarous 
manner. The traveler pleaded in vain 
and just as the fatal blow was to be 
struck upon the unfortunate man's 'head, 
•the Englishman warded off the 'blow by 
receiving the blow from the cruel weap- 
on by allowing it to penetrate his a<rm. 
He then tarned. to the chief of the tribe 
and said that- his blood had paid tihe 
price of the slave aa gold was not asked 
for. 
The slave was *hen liberated. We 


too, are slaves, slaves of .sin, face to face 
wi-bh deatih when we were '.'redeemed, not 
with gold, 
but the precious blood of 


Christ; and now, we too, are bound with 
fetters, not of iron, but of love; and we 
arc proud of our bondage, our body, our 
mind, our soulj our all belongs to Him 
who has redeemed us by His own prec- 
ious blood, which again illustrates -that 
we are not our own but Ivava been pur- 
chtisd by a price. 


Now that Josus Christ has purchased 


at so great a price, we ought to be more 
to Him and His work. 


He then said, may God in heaven for- 


give us dhnt in return of His royal gift 
we have rendered such niggardly service. 
Perhaps He will use that wonderful -text 
as a bugel note to call us to our duty. 
Let us not he found in the ranks- of the 
enemy but -let us glorify our redemption 
by our loyalty to God and to Hia Ohrht. 
Purchased by Him, let us be His very 
deed. 


In conclusion Rev. Kempbon said he 


recalled Kipling's beautiful 
poem' of 


God's favor to the Anglo-Saxon race, 
and of the eternal brotherhood, ending 
with the solemn words, twice repeated, 
"Lesfc we forget" 


With this similar thought he closed 


his sermon by saying that he feared we 
all would too soon forget the impulses 
•that came to *be .people who sat in the 
worship of the morning's hour. People 
often have knelt in prayer stnd -vowed 
one'* vows, but alas forget. God for-bid 
that he should ever again forget «hat we 
are riot oxir-own for we (have been fought 
with a price.

Dr. May Berlyr, Weinberg Claims to 


Be Wife of Deceased Dentist. 


WILL ENDEAVOR TO 


RECOVER DENTAL TOOLS 


Say* She Helped Dr. Weinberg Open Ra- 


cine Office — Would l>!sinter the 


Remain* and Bury Them 


in Indiana. 


Dr. May Berlyn Weinberg, Chicago, 111., 


is the name of a well-dress, handsome 
and brilliant woman, who registered at 
the Hotel Racine this afternoon. Back 
of that name is connected one of the 
most romantic and -interesting stories 
that! a novelist or dramatist could desire. 
This woman claims to be the niece of 
General Weley Merritt, one of the great-' 
est and best known generals in the Unit/ 
ed States array,-and who was conspicu- 
ous in the Spanish-American war. She 
also claims to be the. widow of the late 
Dr. N. C. Weinberg, who suddenly died 
on the otUi day of July, while coming 
homo from an outing at Lake Geneva, 
•breathing his last in a coach at the C. 
M. & St. Paul railway. • 


She states that she came here to recov- 


er the property Dr. Weinberg left behind, 
in the line of dental tools, furniture, etc. 
and also to get possession of the body of 
the dead doctor, now buried in Mound 
Cemetery, for the purpose of removing 
the same and laying it beside her dead 
father at some, town in the state of In-;

The maiden name of Mrs. Wein'oerg, as 


she terms herself, was Miss May Berlyn. 
Sho was' born in some pastern state and 
grew to girlhood and then womanhood. 
Some years ago, she became a resident 
of the city of Chicago and attended the 
Northwestern University and studied 
dentistry. It was while here that she 
met Dr. Weinberg and claims that they 
were married at Milwaukee and gives the 
time, date and names of witnesses. Dr.

The lady is certainly a very bright 


and intelligent person and converses free- 
ly about her life and troubles. 


This afternoon she visited the gmvc 


of Dr. Weinberg at Mound cemetery 
and afterward 
ordered flowers to be

A GREAT SHOWING. 


Racine's Postbfflce Receipts as Com- 


pared .With Other .'Wiscon- 


sin Cities; 


Statistics just issued -by the post office 


department show that the receipts in 
Wisconsin during the past year have ag- 
gregated $2,000,000 of which amount, Ra- 
cine contributed $215,888, as against Mil- 
waukee's $638,894, over one-third of the 
Cream City's receipts and, with a popu- 
lation scarcely one-tenth. 


The Belle City shows a gain of over 


100 per cent, since 1896, a larger percen- 
tage of gains than shown by any of the 
other Badger cities. 


Green Bay makes tlie" next best show- 


ing in increase, the past four years, the 
receipts jumping from $10,543 in 1896 to 
$31,061 in 1900. 


West Superior and Superior run as two 


separate post offices, but whose popula- 
tion is combined under census returns of 
West Superior, make an aggregate show- 
ing 'of a little less tlmn $40,000, and thfiy 
are credited with over 2,000 more inhabi- 
tants than Racine. 


The subjoined table shows the increas-

THE TAXESlBElLLEGAL 


Judge Fish Decides Case of C. M. 


& St. Paul Railroad vs. City of 


Racine, Against the City. 


In the circuit court this morning Judge 


Frank M. Fish heard the concluding ar- 
guments in the case of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Railway against the 
City of Racine, and rendered a decision 
against the city. 
.. 
. 


The case is one wherewith the asses- 


sors of Racine taxed blocks 16, 21, 12, 6, 
9 and parts of blocks 7 and 13, Harbor 
addition and block 85, located at Racine 
Junction, all owned by the Railroad com- 
pany. The total tax amounted to some- 
thing over $800. 


The railway people claimed that the 


property taxed was exempt and an in- 
junction was served restraining the city 
of Racine, Michael Colbert, City treas- 
urer, from collecting or attempting, to 
collect the taxes assessed' against the 
real estate and from returning or atempt- 
ing to return such taxes to the County 
treasurer as delinquent. 


The injunction ivas granted and the 


matter was referred to Charles Welch, 
to take evidence and submit the same 
to the judge. Then ca.me the arguments 
and the decision of Judge Fish this morn- 
ing, who said in substance, that inas- 
much as all the described pieces and par- 
cels of land were in lump, parts of which 
were covered by railway tracks a7id used 
for railway purposes, the assessments 
•-•>re illegal'and void. 


It appears that the assessors in taxing 


the property, took in all of block 85 and 
did not even exempt the Junction depot, 
Station A, or the driveway lending to the 
depot, and that other portions of the 
property assessed, was used for railroad 
purposes and not exempt.

But a-s to -the elevation of the suffrage, 


this can not occur in the presence of 
audh monumental injustice, for it 
is 


blotted with .the injustice -of admitting 
*he illiterate white and barring the illit- 
erate colored; if one ignorant debases 
tha 'ballot 'box, the ignorant white cer- 
tainly equally debases. 


The Boston Transcript dissects this 


disori-nviinative business and remarks: 


"We arc unaMo to see how >bhe eleva- 


iiion of the suffrage' is l:ikoly to be the 
outcome. It would ibo. anore 'accurate to 
say that the percentage of enlighten- 
ment among the voters would 'be higher,

OTI tho contrary, the?

forecast as; made 'by Hon. Joseph 


Manley of Maine will be recognized as 
Doing-far more correct than has been any 
of the estimates sent out by the Demo- 
cratic committee.

Our government will of eoiirse demand 
and secure the protection of our citi- 
zens in China, bait beyond this it will 
noi go. While it has indicated its opin- 
ion of carving up China and signified 
its disapproval thereof, yefc we are not 
attempting to in any wise assume. the 
.position of dictating to the European 
nations what 'they shall do and what 
they shall not do. 


The course of England and Germany 


well as perhaps all of the others indi- 
cate beyond .much doubt that the sequel 
of it all will be the division of the Chi- 
nese empire. It may 'be first on »tce 
plan of spheres of influence, but 'that in 
the 
end a carving up will come can 


hardly lie doubted. The United States, 
while regretting this, will not assume to 
say this shall and must noth be done. We 
uave distinctly repudiated all desire for 
territory, and this the government of 
China understands. 


There is a most serious side to this 


matter, but the sound common sense of 
President McKinley will keep the coun- 
try from disagreeable complications and 
assist in far as possible smoothing the 
troubled waters. We intend to secure 
our measure of rights, and yet not tres- 
pass on the rights of others.

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 5.—Hon. W. J. 


Bryan ''began his day's work ait Nobles- 
ville. He arrived at eight and spoke 
from a stand near the depot for fifteen 
minutes.

COMPLAINTS SIMILAR TO 


THE FIRST $25,000 SUIT 


Tapers Were Served on the Chief of Police 


Late Last Night—Alleges That Ho Was 


Falsely Imprisoned anil Suffered 


in Health and Business. 


Henry F. Corbett, the picture agent, 


arrested and tried in the 
municipal 


court several months ago, on charge oi 
shooting and attempting to murder Rev: 
and Mrs. David B. Cheney, ai their Lake 
avenue 'home, and who was found not 
guilty after a 'long and sensational trial, 
has brought two more suits against 
Chief of Police Edward Schumacher, for 
$10,000 damages. The papers were serv- 
ed on the chief a-fter nine o'clock last 
night by Sheriff Edward Eein. The at- 
torney for Goi'befct is J. A. Eggen, of 
Milwaukee. 


The litle of the suits are Henry F. Cor- 


ibett vs. Edward Schumacher. The sum- 
mons elites Mr. Schumacher to appear in 
the circuit court within twenty days af- 
<ter service and defend tho action. 


The first complaint alleges that on the 


7ih day of -December, 1899, in Racine, 
Wis., state of Wisconsin, the defendant 
without any right and without any au- 
thority, unlawfully and maliciously ar- 
rested him, forced him against his '.vail 
to go to the county jail of said county 
and there against his will imprisoned 
and detained him until the 23d day of 
December, 1899. 


That during said imprisonment the 


plaintiff was confined in a. foul, dirty 
and filthy dungeon and made to asso- 
ciate with criminals and other persons 
oi low character; that <by reason of such 
imprisonment he has suffered and still 
continues to suffer great anguish of mind 
and pain of "body, so as to ibe permanent- 
ly injured and disabled in health and* 
un-able to earn a. living; that 'hi» has al- 
so "become notorious, odious, feared' and 
suspected in the community; that his 
business as canvasser has suffered to the 
extent of $100 per month since the com- 
mencement of such imprisonment; that 
by reason of the said several premises 
phwitiff has suffered damage in the sum 
of $5,000. 


The second suit is for ibeing imprison- 


ed on the charge of vagrancy from the 
7th of December until the 23d of Decem- 
ber, 1899. The complaint cites how he 
was arrested and hekl on that charge 
and that the complaint was dismissed 
in the municipal court and goes on to 
make the same allegations as the first 
complaint and he wants $5,000 for this, 
ma King a total of $10,000. Chief Schu- 
macher has placed his case in the hands 
of the city attorney.

the suits will amount to nothing for the 
reason that Corbett was suspected of fh'c 
crime and treated jusfc as any ather 
prisoner would have 'been 'treated.

HENDERSON 


TALKS ON NATIONAL 


ISSUES AT MADISON. 


Assembly Chamber Filled With Citizens 


and Students Who Hear Iowa Man. Who 
Presides Over Congress Refute Demo- 
cratic Arynmente. 
Last night; the assembly chambers at 


Madison was filled to'overflowing with 
citizens and students who wanted to hear 
David B. Henderson speak on the na- 
tional issues. The university boys sup- 
plied much of the enthusiasm but all 
were in good spirits,and the speaker was 
good na-tured. Mr. Henderson touched 
on all the issues beside helping along 
Wisconsin polities by reference to La 
Follette and Congressman Dahle. 


Those on the .'committee'-to' meet Mr. 


Henderson at 12:25, as lie came from Mil. 
waukee were Gov. Scofteld, CoL E. B. 
Gray, Congressman Dahle, Eli Pederson, 
A. G. Zimmerman, Post Master E. W. 
Keyes and Major M.H. Doyan. After 
dinner at the Park Hotel he was escort- 
ed about the city and saw the beauties 
of Madison for the first time. 


In tho. evening, Col. Grey in a very few 


words introdiiced Mr. Henderson who be- 
gan his speech by referring to this as 
•his first visit to Madison and to the 
greatness of the university. 
He men- 


tioned the names of Spooner and La Fol- 
lette which brought out great enthus- 
iasm. 


The personal political position of Mr, 


Henderson since he cast his first vote 
for Abraham. Lincoln proved interesting, 
as he tried to win the.word "Imperial- 
ist" for the Republican party by saying 
that he cast his first vote as an "Imper- 
ialist." 
. . 


Redemption of pledgi-s by the Republi- 


can party in the civil war and after, led 
up to the redemption of our pledge to 
Cuba. He presented a strong picture of 
Spanish cruelty towards t3ie 
concen- 


tradoes and reconcentradoes. "Such bru- 
tality that when a gray-haired father 
stepped across the line to get a drink for 
a dying child he was.shot down. 'The 
war was as irresistable Niagara and 
we will keep our pledge to confer liberty 
upon the Cubans.

Reference to the gold .standard brought 


forth applause as also did his; statistics 
showing increase of wealth. Cattle have 
increased $570,000,000 in value since 1S97. 
Then he spoke of the 3,000,000 men which 
Samuel Gompers said were out of work 
in 1895. "The party that allowed such 
a condition of affairs' shall not again be 
allowed to come into power, and this 
year 1900 has reached the high water 
mark of wages in 1892." 


"But Brother Bryan has a new pnra- 


mount issue. He had a paramount issue 
in 1896 but we have put the gold stan- 
dard on the statute books and crammed 
it down your throats. Brj-aaeaid money 
would become dear; if tMcKinley should 
be elected but we -have made interest 
lower by refunding bonds, and an im- 
mense sum has been Saved in interest for 
the people of the United States. 


Mr. Henderson then alluded, as he did 


in Milwaukee, to Mr? Haima's statement 
that there were no trusts. A clause of 
the contsitutdonal amendment proposed 
last winter showed what tihe Republican 
party was willing to do with trusts. It 
required a two-thirds majority and was 
defeated by the Democrats. When Bryan 
Avas in congress lie never did a thing 
against trusts but now it is "one, of bis 
paramount issues." 


The last issue upon which Mr. Hender- 


son spoke was Imperialism accompanied 
by Militarism. He said that the Demo- 
crats helped to ratify the Treaty 
of 


Paris and that Brother Bryan was in 
Washington advocating it. 


The importance .of bhe Pacific-ocean 


in commerce called for stations whereat 
ships might rest. The Republican party 
had secured such places in Hawaii, the 
Ladroncs and in the Philippine Islands. 
"We acquired the Philippine islands by 
war, by treaty and by purchase" and have 
us good a rght to them as any gentle- 
man in Madison has" to his home. The 
time may come when the Philippine Is- 
lands may want independence and if they 
are prepared for it and we want to give 
it to them, they shnl! have it. But the 
man can not be president under the 
American flag who raises his hand to 
tear it down.

LABOR IN POWDER FACTORY. 


Former Employe Tells of Customs Inci- 


dent to Work There. 


There is a man working in one of the 


factories, whose name can not be re- 
membered, who worked in the powder 
factory, located a little west of Kenosha. 
It. is laughaible indeed to hear him tell 
bis experiences while assisting in the 
manufacturing of powder. He says it ia. 
about as bad as working in a prison. 
The employes are not allowed to wear 
any of their own clothing, but are com- 
pelled to put on a garb the employer 
picks out. This costume is made'without 
pockets and buttons. The men are not 
allowed to wear shoes with pegged soles 
or heels. 
The plant is built in parts, 


which flre put together like children build 
houses out of pieces of boards. This Is 
done BO if the factory blows up they will 
be able to find some of the pieces. The 
man was an engineer. The machinery 
was run by steam and forced around in 
the plant by a tumbling rod, the engine 
being about 200 rods away. He said 
that the powder plants blew up about 
every three years and it was about time 
for that factory to blow up, 
so he 


thought it would be safe to quit his job 
and found a position with a Racine con- 
cern. - i

The interior is resplendent v.-ith 
the beautiful decorations and the dele- 
gates are a fine looking and bright as- 
sembly of young people, representing at 
least 500 societies from many cities. 


President A. C. Kempton, of Janesvillo 


is on hand and also the other state offi- 
cers. Willis Cahoon, president of the lo- 
cal committee and G. C. Harney, the 
secretary, are there to attend 
to the 


wants of the many and they ore busy 
men indeed. C'has. Zamn and his corps, 
do not miss a train and receive and as- 
sign all. 


The session last night was at the First 


Baptist church and all other sessions will 
ibe held at this edifice except Saturday 
and Sunday evenings, which will take 
(place at the Lakeside Auditorium. 


The lower floor of the edifice presents a 


cheerful and inviting appearance. This 
. part of the church is known as the Sun- 
day school room. One corner is partit- 
ioned on" with a doorway in one corner. 
On a playcard over the entrance arc the 
words "Museum". On the interior is ex- 
hibited an unique display of Christian 
Endeavor relics, gathered from all points 
of the world.

THE OPENING. 


At 7:30 o'clock, the convention was 


called to order by Willis L. Cahoon. 
The auditorium was comfortably filled 
with delegates and friends of the society.

to1 be present'at the'morning'service on 
time, as he was quite positive all would 
be there at promptly 8:30 o'clock. Tho 
audience was then favor«d with a selec- 
tion from Miss Susie Roberts, of Racine. 


MR? LAWRENCE'S ADDRESS. 


' >Mr. Gaboon then introduced the speak- 
er of the evening, Mr. William ;D. Law- 
rence, of "ChicagOi who li-as the reputa- 
tion of being one of the best speakers 
in-his line in tho country and who .not 
.only 1ms a broad reputation in this coun- 
try but who h'as-favored many audiences 
in European countries. 


Tfhe subject of. the. address. .delivered 


by Mr. La-wrence was "The Missionary 
Spirit of the Christian Endeavor." 
The 


gentleman began his address by saying 
it was a pleasure for liim to meet the 
members of the Christian Endeavor soci- 
ety. 
He was very accustomed to sur- 


prises.' Leading politicians were dis- 
couraged on account of not being able 
to get audiences. While the purpose of 
his talk here last evening was far differ- 
ent than political, 'he was satisfied that 
lie wa-s confronting a large assemblage of 
people, - 


Twenty-eight years ago, the members 


were obliged to leave the historic churoh 
as there was not room enough for fchs 
old men. It .was far different today. At 
the. present time there is not room 
enough for the young men. So tilings 
progress; people are seeming to get far- 
ther away from Christ. 


He was of the opinion that the Chris- 


tian Endeavor convention was far more 
important than any political convention. 
The Christian Endeavor fostered monil- 
ity and made gateways for the evils and 
that could not be said of any political 
convention. 


Words are the only things tSiat last 


forever. 
People talk about stone but 


that mineral is often protected by paint. 
The people today .have not one particle 
of the original manuscript of the Holy 
Bible. The speaker then asked who were 
the greatest missionaries in the world. 
They were not men who fought and died 
but men who pleaded in simple and elo- 
quent language and it was the words 
they used. 


Recently a man over eighty years of 


age, 
and who had spent fifty years of his 


life in China, 'held nn audience in'Ncw 
York City, of (i.OOO people, for over an 
hour, where other speakers would not 
fill the building, and who could not hold 
audiences for half that time. The En- 
deavorers force by is in the words they 
sneak-. Words are the missionaries ami 
often a word spoken by a child would 
lead a soul to Christ. 


Dr. Lawrence held his audience for 


fully an hour by his appreciative re- 
marks. He referred to the rich man as 
being a member of the church, to the 
Boxers outrages and used a number of 
good illustrations. 
He spoke 
of the 


management of churches and of the at- 
tontion the business man gives his church 
in comparison with bis other work. He 
said brains were needed in the church as 
well as in any other place. 


Mr. Lawrence completed his remarks 


by saying "God Speed the work of the 
Christian Endeavorers and 
may 
they 


grasp the facilities they need, and believe 
on in the eternal church." 


.The Presbyterian quartette sang a se- 


lection, after which the convention ad- 
journed until 8:30 o'clock this morning. 
A general handshaking followed after the 
meeting closed. 


THE MORNING SESSION. 


At S:3i) o'clock -this morning the con- 


vention was called to order .by President 
Rev. A. C, Kempton, of Jfinesville, with 
about 300 delegates present. 


He introduced Prof. William R. New- 


ell, of tho Moody Bible Institute, who 
conducted the "Bible Suidy Hour/' 


He took a- special subject,, "The Epistle 


to the Romans; its purpose; its charac- 
ter and its method." His remarks were 
very instructive 
and 
listened 'to with 


marked attention 'by the delegates. 


T-he president next introduced W. L. 


Galioon, chairman of the local board, 
who delivered alie address of welcome as 
follow-1.:

To Willis L. Calioon. president of the 


convention committee, fell the pleas-ant 
duty of welcoming the delegates to the 
Belle City.

THE SECRETARIES REPORT. 


Secretary Fannie R. Jackson, of Janes- 


vine, submitted 'her report which review- 
ed the work of the Christian Enrleavor 
society throughout the state for the past 
year and told the condition of the saanc. 
She also touched upon the future. work 
of the orgortiation. 


At a ministerial institute held recently 


in our state one of t-he questions discuss- 
ed was: "Is Christian Endeavor wan- 
ing?" The leader of the discussion ap- 
pealed to me for statistics of our state 
union, and for my opinion. Before I re- 
peat to you the opinion that I gave him, 
I am going to give you some statistics 
and let you answer the question for 
yourselves. 
. 
. 
• 


A year ago, 507 societies were enrolled; 


the list now includes 490, n net decrease 
of seventeen, which is not quite so bnd 
ast last year's decrease of thirty. This 
decrease is clue to tho fact that -twenty 
societies have disbanded, >at some time 
or another, reported now for tho. first 
time; two liave become Baptist Young 
People's Unions; two have joined the 
Welsh union and two the Christian Un- 
ion of the United Presbyterian church. 
Beside these we found that in spite of 
our carefulness, some societies hnd been 
recorded twice, twelve under- different 
n&mes, so that when the duplicates were 
removed, the total, number was reduced 
five move. Fourteen new societies have 
been organized, which makes the liet loss 
seventeen. 


Of the 400 societies now enrolled, 175 


have reported to me. Thoy 'have 5,150 
aotico members, an average of thirty to 
a society, and 13,320 associate members, 
making an estimated total for the whole 
number 18,130 against 18,500 last year, 


Seventyrseven junior societies wern 


reported to me, seven. Intermediate-and 
three Mother's societies. I don't know 
how-many were not reported. 


The 175 societies report, that 305 of 


their members have joined the church 
during the year. The largest number 
from any one society is sixteen, frofntho 
Baptist society of JancsvilJe. which, bears 
the double distinction of being the larg- 
est Christian Endeavor sociotv in the 
Wisconsin union and of having for its- 


pastor, our state president. 


Beside the money given for missions, i 


which our missionary superiiitendcnt 
will tell you about, $3.208.38 have been 
given to other benevolences. One so- 
ciety of thirty-seven members gave 
0 


to its own church. Another of fifty-three, 
members gave $130 for repairs to church 
and parsonage, besides SG3 to missions, 
a total of $1S)3. 
The largest amount 


given was $277 raised oy a society of 
thirty-eight members. 


Among the many best things done, I 


find these inspiring' items. A missionary 
class held every week; $30 to Chicago 
Commons.to help.give the city children 
an outimj in. the country; adopting the 
"I. H." {from a society of twenty-two

Prepare the clothes for'soaking in this 
manner: Sort them into three pales, the 
fine white pieces that -are little soiled, 
the medium soiled piecas and .the dark 
heavy pieces. Fill tubs with tepid wa- 
ter, mixing dissolved soap shavings and 
•washing so.-jta well into the water. There 
Should 'be wires tubs, one for eada pile 
of clothing.

In the morning1 .wring the 
clothes from the water and plunge them 
into a t-mb filled with hot water -and dis- 
solved-soap shavings and soda: "'"Wash 
and rub them until they arff a4 Clean as 
they can be got, tihon-rinse them in a 
second tu:b of hot water and soap -and 
put-iu--a-toiler over the fire. The water 
in the boiler should be cold at first and 
a little soda added to it if tho water is 
hard. Let the wa'ter come ito a boil in 
order to' scald the clothes and rinse 
them in two waters and then in bluing 
water. The bluing water should never 
. be-too-'-daa;k.- A good way- to test it is 
to ibake a handful from 'tihe tub and if it 
is -light" blue it. is tthe night color.

New York Times: Col. W. J. Bryan 


in his own book on "The First Battle," 
quotes with assumed, approval his re- 
marks made at Baltimore on Sept. 19, 
1896, when he sa^b .;,.,.: 
, ' T 


"If we win this fight now, reform 'Will 


begin at once; if we'are defeated hi" this' 
campaign, there ¥ is ^nothing before the 
people but four years .more vof harder 
times and greater agitation, and then 
the victory will come. Our opponents 
say they want to restore confidence, but 
the Republican party cannot restore 
prosperity so long as that prosperity is 
doled-out to us by foreigners .who profit 
by our distress." 


Mr. Bryan was mistaken about some of 


the things he then spoke of. Prosper- 
ity has come, altitough he-»tiH disputes 
its arrival,, and confidence haa insisted 
upon reasserting itaelf in a degree that 
was lacking before his defeat in 1890 was 
assured. 
The orator has changed his 


aong a little, but he has not changed his 
mind. He is still of the disposition that 
led him to assert at Minneapolis, in the 
same campaign, and as, he himself 
quotes: 


"The gold standard means dearer 


money; dearer money inewns*cheaper pro- 
perty; cheaper property means

times; harder times means more people 
out of work; more people out of work 
means more people destitute; more peo- 
ple destitute means more people desper- 
ate; more people desperate means*more 
crime."

frhe Army 1» For Order and Not Strikes— 


The Coeur d'Alcne Miners' Afthlr. 


Chicago Tribune: 
The mob that at- 


tacked Governor Roosevelt at 
Victor, 


Colo., screamed "Coeur d' Ale-ne! Coeur 
d' Alene!" by waj^ of expressing its dis- 
like of President McKinley's administra- 
tion. 
This disgraceful outbreak 
is a 


practical illustration of the spirit shown 
by Bryan in his letter of acceptance when 
he referred to "the growing practice of 
calling in the army to settle labor trou- 
bles." In that utterance Mr. Bryan ty- 
pified his habitual policy of falsifying/ 
history in a way calculated 
to work 


upon the passions of the ill-informed and 
to create a wrong impression. 


The plain fact is, as the New York 


Evening Post points out, that the army 
has been used to put down labor distur- 
bances only twice since the' great rail- 
road strikes of nearly a quarter of a 
century ago. The two occasions were 
those of the Debs riots in Chicago and 
the Cour d' Alene riots in Idaho. In the 
first the troops were called out by a Dem- 
ocratic president on his own initiative, 
and in the second they were sent by a 
Republican president at the request of a 
Democratic-Populist Governor. In both,, 
cases the army was iised to restore order 
only after it had been demonstrated that 
the local or state authorities could not 
•or would not do so themselves. 


When Debs tried to show his po'wer by 


creating a great railway strike at Chi- 
cago and Pullman in 1894, and by in- 
citing the strikers to violence and incen- 
diarism, the cit-y government showed it- 
self incapable of stopping the lawless- 
ness. It then became the duty of Gov- 
ernor Altgeld to call out the militia, but 
he refused to take effective action.

Plunges Knite Into Boy's Body. 


THE BLADE PENETRATES 


DEEP INTO LEFT LUNG 


Boy After Coining Homo From Work Ke- 


luses to Assist In Getting Supper- 


Parent Becomes Angry and Strikes 


Him With a Pocket Knife. 


Theodore Wassermamij a boot and 


shoe merchant, doing business at 910 St. 
Olair street, stabbed his 15 year old'son

knife, because the boy became saucy and 
refused to assist in preparing supper. 


The blade of the knife ,live

The Wassermann boy is employed at 


the Steelier-Weber-Huotten Man. Co. 
Last evening after- his days work was 
done he went home and found his father 
in the kitchen preparing supper, his 
mother being sick in bed, 
: Tho father asked the boy to assist him 


in making the supper and the lad refused, 
saying he was tired having worked hard 
all day and the father says he was 
saucy.

Becoming angry at tlie lad's refusal 


to assist and the manner in which he an- 
swered, the father made a lunge at him 
with the knife and the ugly blade caught 
him on the left side below the seventh 
rib. 


The boy yelled with pain and the sick 


mother was considerably agitated. As 
soon as possible the boy was removed 
to the office of Dr. Fazen, vbo m-ulc- an 
examination and dressed the wound. .41- 
though tiie boy was able to walk home 
he could only breathe with difficulty and 
had to go to bed. 


Dr, Fazen said that the blade of the 


knife penetrated the lung and that t litre 
was bath danger of blood poisoning and 
other complications, but Miat it would 
require forty-eight hours to decide the 
termination. 


The father at first said it was an ac-

Turkestan Alfalfa. 


The reports from the region TrcBt of 


the Mississippi river and north of Kan- 
sas and'California'indicate tlmt this 
variety.is hardier and more productive 
than that commonly grovrn in this re- 
gion. It seems to endure drought bet- 
ter, is not so easily affected by freezing 
and gives better results on strongly alf 
kaliue soils.. In the east, however, 
where there is a heavy rainfall and 
where heavy soils predominate, this 
variety seems to be little if any superi- 
or to the French or Chilean varieties— 
in fact, it seems certain that in some 
localities at least It Is less valuable. 
The seed of Turke.stau alfalfa will ger- 
minate much quicker and the plants 
start into growth earlier under the 
same conditions than common alfalfa. 
The plants are more leafy, grow more 
trapidly and have a stronger, more vig- 
orous root system. Another advantage 
which the Turkestan variety has is ; 
that the stems are more slender and 
less woody, the plants making a more 
nutritious hay of finer quality. That 
It will withstand drought under the 
same conditions better than ordinary!

Madison has a great -many traveling 


men householders. They Qml it a con- 
venient point for a home, as regards 
railroad facilities, and the university 
near at. hand for their children. W. I<. 
Taylor, ono of them, represents an as- 
bestos concern of Milwaukee. He tells 
me this material is in growing use for 
many 
purposes, 
especially to cover 


steampipes and save waste of heat. 
He has just closed the contract for 
the Historical library. The stuff is 
put on in the form of tubing covered 
with a cloth jacket, and when bound 
Avith gilt hoops (as in the basement 
of the Park hotel) Is decorative. The 
packing is perhaps an inch thick. As- 
bestos is mined from the earth, most 
of it coonins from Canada, where it 
is quarried out after the style of lime- 
stone. 
It is akin to mica, though 


fibrous, a mass of perfect glass-like 
hairs, with a silky lustre, and 
its 


marked quality is as a non-conductor 
of heat and cold. It is woven into 
cloth and used as fire protection—in 
manv theaters the curtain is made of 
it. 'A single fibre of asbestos fuses to 
a white enamel, but in the mass it is 
capable of 
resisting ordinary flame. 


When woven into a cloth it forms a 
fire-proof texture which, to be puri- 
fied, requires only to be thrown into 
the tire. Gloves, drapery, towels, hand- 
kerchiefs and even dresses have been 
woven of it; and it is said the anc- 
ients used to wrap the -bodies of their 
dead in asbestos to keep their ashes 
separate from those of the surrounding 
funeral piles. The price of asbestos 
varies from 5 to 40 cents a pound, and 
a mine of the stuff must be as good ns 
a hole full of gold.

uct from sing ami other substances.

There arc free 
predictions that the price of these 
lands will improve, not steadily but 
fast, and it is probably true enough 
of cleared land near cities. There is 
all outdoors, however, in this once- 
timbered empire and room for an in- 
definite number of people who wish to 
go up there ami clear out the stumps. 
That process renders the land valua- 
ble, for crops grow easily and to enor- 
mous si'/,e. 


Tohncco Jn Don County. 


The tobacco crop Is not sure, but 


successful years make it a very prof- 
itable crop. Rock Flint says that pota- 
toes which have done so well'ln Dunn 
county bids fair to have a rival in to- 
bacco! A Stoughton man went there 
and in the spring of 1899 planted six 
acres, from which he realized about 
9000 for his crop—an average of §100 
per acre—whereupon others imitated 
it. and this year 150 acres in the town- 
ship of Colfax were put to tobacco. 
The season has been favorable, and 
the crop now gathered IB safely stored 
in the big sheds erected for that pur- 
pose. 
Mr. Dnnlelson raised fourteen 


acres of the "weed" this year, 
The 


yield has been good and the tobacco 
excellent in quality. It is a crop that 
requires a good deal of care, and some 
families use their large number of chil- 
dren to advantage. 


Dealing with Mnla Children. 


Robert C. Spencer of Milwaukee is

The indications are that, the 
day schools will continue to multiply 
and increase in attendance, and that 
In the not distant future most of the 
deaf children will be educated in day 
schools by the oral method, at or near 
their homes, nnd that the state school 
for the deaf at Delevan will be con- 
verted into a state normal school for 
manual training of teachers, and for In- 
struction and training In elementary 
agriculture, utilizing the fine, manunl 
training plant and 
lands connected 


•with that school for these purposes." 


With all respect to Mr. Spencer's 


noble efforts for the deaf. It will not 
do to forget that many of the Delevan 
children come from miserable homes, 
and the refuge for these unfortunates 
is a great boon. Furthermore, despite 
the great claims made for the ornl 
method, there is a considerable propor 
tion of mute children who cannot mas- 
ter the system, and It is a fair question 
if the time and energy may not be 
employed on a working knowledge of 
the sign language nnd-In manual or 
Industrial training. This is done In fine 
fashion at Delevan, though the oral 
method is not neglected.

N Ml -eai-ly days I bad been a rail- 


road telegrapher, but my aspira-

Wrapping ' for Apples—Be- 


havior of Different Varieties. 


A striking example of the possibili- 


ties), of cdld storrjg-e iu tho preservation 
o£ apples Is furnished by the work of 
tlie Nebraska State liorticultwral soci- 
ety at the .Transmisslssippi exposition 
of 1898. 
Tlie frnit was gathered arid 


put in cold storage during the fall of 
1897, most of.it during the month of 
October, though some not until Decem- 
ber. 
Each apple was wrapped first in 


a sheet of waxed jpaper, using 9 by 12 
Inch sheets for small apples and 12 by 
12 Inch sheets for largS ones. 
Then 


another covering of common newspa- 
per was added. This double wrapping 
made practical! j' an airtight cell for 
each apple, thus preventing any spread 
of decay. The fi.aiit was then careful- 
ly packed in barrels, filling them up so 
as to require' ..considerable pressure to 
get.flhe hsacljf in. .The temperature of 
the room in which they wei'e stored 
'did not vary, over one degree from 30 
degrees from' the time .they were plac- 
ed in it until they were removed. A 
number of varieties were still in good 
condition Nov. 1 of the following year. 


To determine how such double-wrap- 


ping lengthens tnelrterlod of keeping a 
few barrels of unwrapped Ben Davis 
and Winesap apples wen* placed in the 


• same storage room, at^'the same time 
and received exactly-the same treat- 
ment as the others. Seventy per cent 
of them we»e decayed when taken out 
June 1. Those remaining in firm con- 
ditiog were so badly discolored and 
had lost flavor to such an extent as to 
render them wholly unfit for either 
show or market. A few of the same 
varieties wore also wrapped in news- 
paper only. 
Of these about 30 per 


cent were iu very "poor condition June 
1. 
The fruit which went into cold 


storage in 1897 was taken out at in- 
tervals dnring the summer and fall of 
1SDS and nt that time was examined, 
and each variety received a mark, ac- 
cording to the condition in which it 
.was in. 


One of the most Interesting.parts of 


the report of these experiments is the 
account- of the behavior of the different 
varieties In cold storage. 
Some re- 


tained all. their, good qualities up to 
the close, of the expositionj Nov. 1, 
1S08. These were Ben Davis, Wine- 
sap, .Rails Goiiet, Limbortwig, Willow 
Twig, Gllpin, and Lansingburg. 
Al- 


though the S'nloine lost a little in qual- 
ity, it kept well in storage and on the 
table. Fruit taken from storage June 
1 retained-color and firmness for near- 
ly five weeks. 
Some retained a good 


outward appearance, but lost iu some 
other quality, as, for instance, the 
Iowa Blush, the skin of which became 
so bitter as to render tho fruit unfit for 
use. 


On the other hand, some varieties re- 


tained their eating qualities, but lost in 
outward appearance. 
Such was the 


Milarn, which kept well, but lost iu col- 
or. There were also numerous other 
kinds of deterioration. 
Mintler lost 


flavor and began to decay, the English 
Golden IJusset and Fulton shriveled, 
the Roman Stem became mealy and 
lost flavor, Sheriff and Waibridgc dis- 
colored so badly as to render them un- 
fit for show or market, and they deteri- 
orated rapidly} Fameuse retained col- 
or, but many burst and after a few 
days became mealy, and the Yellow 
Bellflower went down suddenly. 


Moreover, the behavior of varieties 


having a eertnin characteristic in com- 
mon was not always the same in re- 
spect to it. 
The Missouri pippin, a 


dark apple, faded in storage, but toe 
Walbridge and Sheriff, also ,.rtark ap- 
ples, came out almost black. Nor did 
the lighter colored apples fade more 
than the dark red ones, for Grimes 
Gciclen and Yellow Bollflower, both 
yellow apples, held their color un- 
changed, wiiite Missouri pippin, a dark 
red.apple, as has been .said, faded.—V. 
A. Clark. 


Tomatoes For Forcing.

of the United States! are spring varie- 
ties, the area of whose successful pro- 
duction is very limited and whose yield 
is comparatively light. 


The indications now are that the 


Hungarian winter wheats can be suc- 
cessfully grown over a many times lar- 
ger area than our high grade spring 
wheats," that the yield per acre while 
not at Rtvsfent. so great as that of many 
of our ord'nary winter wheats is supe- 
rior to the spring varieties and 'that 
the peculiar qualities possessed by 
these foreign wheats in Hungary are 
maintained in the United States.

Mailing Pertoa of the Beet. 


Through August, September and Oc- 


tober the least moisture possible is tho 
thing to be desired for the sugar beet. 
Hero conies in the application of the 
statement that it will get along witii 
less moisture than any other crop. Aft- 
er having about attained the size desir- 
able the beet needs the co-operation of 
various influences iu order that the 
sugar may be produced in It. Moisture 
is uot one of these influences. Just here 
arises one of the difficulties in the rais- 
ing of sugar beeta"ln states that 'navt; 
fall rains, such rnlns as'prodncfc fall 
pastures and arc quite desirable in 
:nany respects to the ngricultnrist, fc«t 
which would be regarded by the 'sugar 
beet grower with dismay. What we 
need during this period, 'and "especially 
in September, is plenty of light arid 
weather which is rather cool and" dry. 
Late rains or irrigation result in second 
growth. The beets send ;out laterals 
from the roots and new leaves. These 
leaves are produced nt the expense of 
the carbohydrates or sugar, whose for- 
mation we are trying to promote In tho 
beet, the elaboration of the sugar con- 
tent of the beet stops, and the sugar 
already formed may be called for In 
this work of forming new leaves.

Cattle are pastur- 
ed on tills hay all winter In the east- 
ern Rocky mountain region, whero it is 
regarded as exceedingly valuable. 


Saving the Bennn. 


At tills time of year quite a number 


of lima and other kinds of beans go to 
waste in gardens. These if harvested 
from time to time as they are fit will 
be found useful in the whiter when 
vegetables- ai;e scarce, says American 
Gardening, it is not necessary nor ad- 
visable to wait until the pods are quite 
ripe, but pull them when the bean has 
attained full size and the pod shows 
sign of changing color. They may be 
finished off by spreading them out 
thinly in the sun or in any;airy shed to 
dry. 'It Is a matter of Interest to many 
to keep their bonus bearing as.long as 
possible at this time of the year. Pull- 
ing off t'Jie pods when they are half 
rlj»c will keep them bearing until frost. 
In addition they must have plenty of 
cultivation.
